As  a  possible  solution  to 
the  city’s  expected  budgetary 
woes,  McRea  suggested  study 


of  a  possible  tax  to  cover 
all  or  a  portion  of  the  city’s 
contributions  to  the  Public 
Employees  Retirement  Sys¬ 
tem  which  will  cost  city  resi¬ 
dents  $230,000. 

Two  other  areas  the  city 
administrator  suggested  as 
possible  sources  of  increased 
revenue  include  an  increase 


in  the  city’s  license  fees  and  a 
change  in  the  collection  of 
the  city’s  water  department 
fees. 

But  the  possible  source  of 
additional  income  to  the  city 
receiving  the  most  approba¬ 
tion  by  the  council  mem¬ 
bers  was  the  suggestion  the 
city  look  to  existing  and  fu¬ 


ture  Community  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Act  funds  to  help  de¬ 
fray  the  costs  of  city  govern¬ 
ment. 

McRea  noted  the  CRA 
presently  has  on  hand  over 
$800,000  with  the  annual  CRA 
revenue  increasing  as  proper¬ 
ty  taxes  increase. 

McRea  suggested  the  pos¬ 


sibility  of  repaying  the  city 
for  some  of  its  past  CRA 
expenses  out  of  the  money 
presently  on  hand.  He  also 
stated  the  city  could  appor¬ 
tion  a  part  of  its  future 
costs  of  operation  to  the 
CRA. 

Councilman  Corp  noted 
this  procedure  does  not  real¬ 


ly  generate  more  revenue  but 
does  provide  another  source 
for  funds  to  cover  expenses. 

The  other  council  mem¬ 
bers  also  appeared  to  en¬ 
dorse  this  fund  as  a  poten¬ 
tial  panacea  for  the  budget¬ 
ary  problems.  They  asked  the 
city  administrator  to  prepare 
a  proposal  to  purloin  a  por¬

Safety  rules  for 
beach-goers— 

A  recent  news  release  from  U8C  News 
Service  cautions  beach-goers  on  water  safety 
and  since  this  Is  the  time  of  year  many  of  us 
dip  our  toes  In  the  surf,  It  seems  timely. 

They  suggest  “reading"  the  water  before 
venturing  In  to  avoid  panic  and  danger  at  the 
beach. 

“The  movement  of  the  water  provides 
warning  signs  of  possible  dangers,"  says 
Michael  Leneman,  a  lecturer  on  beach  safety 
In  the  use  Institute  for  Marine  and  Coastal 
Studies’  summer  educational  program  on  Cata¬ 
lina  Island. 

A  beach-goer’s  survey  begins  with  the  surf 
zone,  the  band  of  water  between  the  shore  and 
the  line  where  the  waves  break. 

“People  who  usually  get  Into  trouble  are 
the  ones  who  never  Intended  to  get  more  than 
their  feet  wet,”  Leneman  says.  "When  the  waves 
are  over  a  couple  of  feet  high,  non-swimmers 
should  go  to  protected  waters  to  wade." 

“The  trick  Is  Just  to  float  or  tread  water,” 
he  explains  to  swimmers  who  are  knocked  down 
and  then  pulled  seaward  by  the  backwash. 

“Rip  currents  —  often  miscalled  rip  tides  — 
are  more  hazardous  because  they  can  carry 
a  weak  swimmer  to  deep  water.  When  too 
much  water  accumulates  In  the  surf  zone,  the 
excess  water  returns  to  beyond  the  surf  line 
through  these  currents.  They  may  be 
recognized  from  shores  as  a  channel  of 
brownish,  foamy  water,  usually  20  to  30  feet 
wide. 

Swimmers  who  get  caught  In  a  rip  current 
should  understand  that  It  won’t  carry  them  far 
out  to  sea.  “On  a  typical  Southern  California 
beach,  a  rip  current  won’t  carry  anyone  farther 
than  50  to  100  yards  beyond  the  surf,”  Leneman 
says. 

“The  smart  move  is  to  get  out  of  the  cur¬ 
rent  by  swimming  parallel  to  the  shore  line,” 
Leneman  advises. 

“Keep  your  cool  if  you  should  get  tangled 
In  seaweed.  The  beaches  In  Southern  California 
pose  very  few  dangers.  Usually,  panic  Is  your 
biggest  enemy,"  Leneman  concludes. 

Where  is  the 
Sierra  Madre  Zoo?

Notes  irom  the  Attic

mountain  road  from  The  Pines  at  Baff  Lake  in 
Northern  California. ..Directors  of  Sierra  Madre 
Chamber  of  Commerce  refused  Monday  to  be  drawn 
into  the  controversy  that  is  raging  in  Arcadia  over 
the  application  of  the  L.A.  Jockey  Club  for  a  permit 
to  operate  a  race  track  on  Baldwin  Ranch  at 
Sierra  Madre  Ave.  and  Huntington  Dr.  Opposition 
to  the  track  stems  from  a  bad  moral  influence  by 
its  bringing  in  undesirable  class  of  citizens  here...

Some  time  ago  a  law 
went  into  effect  requiring 
all  items  of  clothing  and 
yardage  to  have  labels  des- 

cribing  cleaning  or  launder-  ^  li  * 

ing  care.  ' 

By  now,  all  clothing  tV 

and  yardage  should  be  j||^‘ 

labeled  so  there  should  be  no  mistakes  made  in 
cleaning  and  laundering  your  clothes. 

These  care  labels  should  give  you  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

Laundering  directions: 

Water  temperature 
Type  of  cycle 
How  to  bleach 
How  to  dry 
How  to  iron. 

Also,  and  this  is  very  important,  any  washable 
fabric  can  be  drycleaned  unless  the  label  states  that 
it  cannot. 

For  drycleanable  only  items,  the  label  will  say 
so.  If  special  care  is  needed  the  label  should  give 
that  information. 

When  buying  yardage,  get  the  appropriate  labels 
and  sew  them  into  your  finished  garments.  That  way, 
there  will  never  be  a  question  as  to  how  to  handle 
them. 

When  you  buy  a  two  or  three  piece  suit  there 
may  only  be  one  label.  Always  try  to  bring  the  entire 
suit  in  together  so  no  mistake  can  be  made  in  the 
handling. 

Look  for  these  labels  when  you  shop.  Remem¬ 
ber,  drycleaning  any  washable  garment  keeps  it  in 
the  “Best  Clothes’’  status  in  your  wardrobe  for  many 
months  longer.

“If  you  are  being  harrassed 
via  the  phone,  don’t  be  anta¬ 
gonistic.  Say  nothing  and  hang 
up  the  phone.  IDon’t  give  the 
other  person  a  chance  to  remem- 
bw  you,’’  suggested  Les  Led¬ 
better  from  General  Telephone 
Co.  at  the  monthly  meeting  of 
the  Sierra  Madre  Crime  Board 
meeting  Thursday,  June  17. 

The  person  who  is  using  the 
phone  for  harrassment  is  search¬ 
ing  for  a  voice,  Ledbetter  added. 

If  the  caller  persists,  there  is  a 
general  procedure  to  follow,  and 
aocxxding  to  Ledbetter,  it  in¬ 
cludes  the  following  points; 

(1)  Make  a  report  to  the  police 
concerning  the  type  of  call. 

(2)  Approach  the  telephone  com¬ 
pany  and  explain  the  problem. 
Request  a  trap  be  placed  on 
the  line. 

Ledbetter  said  that  if  the 
Sierra  Madre  branch  could  not 


“With  dectronic  switches,  tfie 
success  rate  is  good.
